My gay bubble burst 
with the realization that thousands of people living all 
around me can’t conceive that my life with another 
man is just as real as their own lives. I went to the 
SB 1250 hearing and found myself surrounded by 
sheep, blindly following the words of their ministers, 
driven by fear that my love will end humanity. As I 
walked out of the courtroom, I found Stacey Sobel 
of Equality Advocates in tears. She had Implored 
the judiciary committee to see her as equal, but was 
only brushed off by time constraints and an ignorant 
census. She had spoken for our community as a 
whole and well as for her own wife and children. It 
was then I decided to expand Panzee into everything 
gay. including politics. 


The past couple of weeks have made me very proud; 
proud of the work by Equality Advocates, PA Diver¬ 
sity Network, Rainbow Rose Community, Rainbow 
EqUUallty Advocates and Silent Witnesses; proud to 
see Pride Festivals spring up in Lancaster, Reading 
and Penn State; proud that so many of you allowed 
Panzee to voice your words in the “one sentence" 
campaign; proud that BGLQT organizations are 
joining in this battle that has been dropped in our 
laps.

Meet the Candidates 



When will politicians catch up with the public in regards 
to gay rights? Last month, led by Dauphin County’s Jeff 
Piccola, the state Senate passed out of committee the 
so-called “Marriage Protection Amendment," which would 
bar not only same-sex marriage, but also dvil unions. I 
contacted Mr. Piccola’s office to voice my strong opposition 
to this amendment, and was told that, after giving it “a great 
deal of thought," he voted for It because the “great majority" 
of Pennsylvanians support limiting marriage between a man 
and a woman. I'm sorry, but his justification just doesn't 
wash. While public support for same-sex marriage isn't 
there yet (except among young adults), a March poll by 
Susquehanna Polling found that 65% of Pennsylvanians 
support civil unions. This includes a 57% support among 
Republicans! So tell me, Mr. Piccola, how can you claim a 
majority of your constituents want an amendment that bars 
any form of civil unions? If Pennsylvanians care so much 
about anti-gay measures, why did they so soundly reject 
the re-election of anti-gay poster child Rick Santorum? 
Santorum lost to Bob Casey - who supports civil unions 
and opposes an anti-marriage amendment - by seventeen 
points statewide, and by seven points in Piccola’s own sup¬ 
posedly conservative district. 

The good news Is that, at least among Democrats, more 
and more politicians are listening to the local LGBT com¬ 
munity. The Capital Region Stonewall Democrats held a 
“Meet the Candidates" mixer on Wednesday, April 2nd, 
2008. We invited all the Democratic candidates running for 
state House and Senate seats in Dauphin and Cumberland 
counties. Out of ten candidates, six came out to speak 
to the fifty Stonewall Democrats who attended. While 
we certainly wish all of them came, we want to thank the 
following individuals for coming out to hear the concerns of 
LGBT voters: 

State House 

• Ron Buxton and Kart Singleton 

103rd District (Harrisburg, Steelton, Highspire, 
and part of Swatara Township) 

• Paddy Garcia 

104th District (Susquehanna and Swatara 
Townships and northern Dauphin County) 

• GregScudder 

199th District (Carlisle and western Cumber¬ 
land County) 

State Sgnatg 

• Judy Hirsh and Alvin Taylor 

15th District (most of Dauphin County, part of 
York County) 


In addition, thank you to Stonewall member Steve Dorko, 
who is on the ballot as an Alternate Delegate for Hillary 
Clinton, for speaking on her behalf, and to Tobias Wolff, 
Barack Obama’s National LGBT Policy Committee Chair, 
for speaking on his behalf. 

Of course, just attending a LGBT event Isn’t enough. So 
kudos to the only three candidates who completed our 
Stonewall survey and publicly stated how they would 
vote on bills important to our community: Ron Buxton, 

Judy Hirsh, and Susan Kiskis (31st state Senate District 
- Cumberland County and part of York County). All three 
candidates pledged to vote for either HB 1400 or SB 761, 
which would ban workplace, housing and financial discrimi¬ 
nation on the basis of actual or perceived sexual orientation 
or gender identity or expression. In addition, Ron Buxton 
and Judy Hirsh would vote against the “Marriage Protection 
Amendment" and oppose restrictions on adoption rights 
of LGBT individuals and same-sex couples. (To see the

So back to my original question: When will politicians catch 
up with the public in regards to gay rights? Not only do 
65% of Pennsylvanians support dvil unions, but: 

• 86% believe that there should be workplace equality for 

LGBT people 

• 84% support laws prohibiting LGBT discrimination in 

housing 

• 89% favor equal access to public accommodations 

With these kinds of numbers, I would expect almost every 
candidate to publidy come out and state their support for 
our issues. Yet many candidates still think that their public 
support of LGBT people will hurt them at the ballot box, 
espedally here in Central PA. The very vocal minority that 
opposes our equal rights causes this perception, and LGBT 
people must counter them by making our own voices heard 
and by getting politically involved. I invite everyone to join 
the Capital Region Stonewall Democrats and help us elect 
and support LGBT friendly candidates.

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Leading the 
Glamorous Life - 

^The Life of a Drag Queen” 
by: Kitty-Mame Dietrich 

Rhinestones, and lashes and wigs...OH MY! There is so 
much to say about life as a Drag Queen, I don’t quite know 
where to begin. While in college, I was fortunate enough to 
take a class on human sexuality. Prior to this class, even 
though I was already performing as a Drag Queen, I was 
not as educated on the terminology as I had thought. So, 
to start, I want to give some underlying information into this 
side of the gay lifestyle, which, I believe, flushes out the 
many roles which are so often rolled into the definition of 
a “Drag Queen". A “Drag Queen", by definition, is really a 
transvestite. A transvestite is a person who dresses as the 
opposite sex for performance or appearance only. Those 
who are sexually aroused by dressing as the opposite sex 
are cross-dressers. If a person feels that he/she is living in 
the body of the wrong sex, whose gender identity doesn’t 
match their “assigned" gender, with or without gender 
reassignment surgery (i.e. female In the body of a male), 
then they are transsexual. According to the American 
Psychological Association, transgender Is an umbrella 
term that incorporates all of the above. Harkening from 
verbiage of the 60’s, there are “flame queens" or “scare 
queens”. These would be boys who take on a female look 
with makeup, hair and dress, but do not fully transform 
into the image of a female. This category isj^i^more 
androgynous, like Boy George, if you will. 

They give a very feminine look, but do notlWxT^^^ 
portray all aspects of a female. This is from 
where the term for someone who is “Flaming" 
or “Queeny" comes. 

Too often, I find that all these different types of people are 
lumped into the category of a “Drag Queen", and, if that isn’t 
complicated enough, there are even sub-levels to being a 
“Drag Queen". There are female impersonators, like Frank 
Marino (Joan Rivers) of La Cage, who impersonate real 
women, usually celebrities: Cher, Reba, Liza and the like. 
There are female illusionists, who perform in the illusion of 
a female, and portray a female persona. I attribute myself 
to being a part of this category. And, then there are shock 
queens, who are those that portray a female in an extreme 
or exaggerated way...think Divine. 

Are you confused enough, yet? My intention is not to 
confuse, but rather to educate. So much of my career, 
as well as the careers of my peers, as “Drag Queens," 
have been spent correcting people because of their 
misinterpretation of what we do. So many times I have 
been asked if I “want to be a woman" because I do drag. 
The answer is, NQ. Think of it as a recurring acting role, 
much like Harrison Ford as Indiana Jones. When anyone 
thinks of Indiana Jones, the image of Harrison Ford is 
evoked, but Harrison Ford is not Indiana Jones 24/7, 
and, in the same way, neither is Kitty-Mame Dietrich. My 
reasons may differ from some others, but I look at drag 
as a way to express another side of my personality that I 
cannot fully express through my male persona. This may 
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be a result of nurture rather than nature, at least for me. 
I was raised with a very female influence. My father was 
very absent, due to his profession. So, as a child, I spent 
a lot of time around women. I lived with my grandparents, 
and my grandmother was very much into beautiful things. 
So many times I remember watching the shows of the 
day, like Dynasty and The Barbara Mandrell Show...boy, 
does that date me... and being told, “Look at the pretty 
girls," and “Isn’t that a pretty gown?" I started to focus on 
“pretty things," and fashion and the like, and as I got older 
It became a part of me. Then, I started to experiment. 
It wasn’t until I reached college that “the persona" was 
invented. I had a roommate who was intrigued by drag, 
though he was more typical of the “shock queen" variety 
I previously mentioned. We started going to “drag balls" 
that were held at other colleges, and then produced 
one of our own at our college. I came up with a name. 
Georgette Tujour, because I was told my original look was 
very..."French". Yes, yes, I know...how did my current 
name come Into play? Well, I’ll get to that. Anyway, drag 
started to become a regular part of my life in a funny 
way, both in performing and in appearing in public. My 
college Resident Assistant started sneaking my underage 
roommate and me into the Stonewall on Wednesdays 
to see the drag shows. Qne night we were thrown out 
because our IDs were checked. The following week I 
went in drag, because I felt I looked older, and, low and 
behold, it worked. Soon after, I started dating a guy whose 
friend was very supportive of my doing drag, and pushed 
me into a show at Diamondz, as he was familiar with the 
owner and told her to put me into a show. That is when the 
performing began. At that time, I decided I needed a better 
performance name, something original, feminine, realistic, 
and something that would be remembered. I was told that 
you develop your drag name by using the name of your 
first female pet and either your mother’s maiden name, or 
the name of the street on which you lived when you were 
bom. Neither worked for me, so Miss Kitty came from my 
first pet cat. I was infatuated with the musical “Marne," so 
that is where the hyphenation came from, and I was once 
described as having Marlene Dietrich eyebrows, so I used 
that as my last name. After the first show there was a 
snowballing effect of events, and a whirlwind of drag shows 
ensued. I started to get recognized^^^and^j^ 
booked, and the persona of Kitty-Mame 
Dietrich began her life. 

So, enough about my own personal start in drag. I also 
want to convey to you all that although the drag life is one 
of glamour, notoriety, parties, fabulous clothes, jewels and 
hair, it isn’t completely a bed of roses and rhinestones. The 
costs of being a Drag Queen are multi-tiered and not only 
monetary, but social, romantic, professional, and physical 
as well. Monetarily, as one of my sister Miss Pennsylvanias 
always says, “Drag doesn’t pay the bills. It makes them." 
Drag has to be one of the most expensive hobbies there 
is. Imagine not having just one, but essentially three 
wardrobes: one for the boy, one for the girl, and one for 
the performer, not to mention all the accessories, shoes, 
hair and jewelry to go with all of them. If competition is 
involved, then the expenditures multiply infinitely. I have 
never tallied the total amount spent over all my years of 
competition, but for the year I won Miss Pennsylvania my 


expenditures exceeded the few thousand-dollar mark. 
Now, multiply that by competing at Miss PA for the four 
years prior, and the preliminary pageants to qualify each 
year, and you have a tidy little sum. I am not saying 
this to brag, but to give a realistic view of what it really 
costs for a Drag Queen to operate, financially. Luckily, 
I have a very good job that helps me to afford all the 
things I need, but for others. It is a little more difficult. A 
lot of scraping and scrimping can come into play .^for 
those who don't have the money, along withJ^Eu 
borrowing, stealing and sometimes even 
lascivious acts to fund the purchase oi 
what Is needed. Not so glamorous, huh? 


work in, it can be very un-accepting. I, personally, have 
been subject to corrective action at my job in reference 
to showing pictures from shows and also speaking about 
doing drag. When drag is a part of your life, and you are 
so enveloped in gay society and the gay world. It is easy to 
forget that It is only a part of the world we live in and that it 
is not mainstream society. What seems normal to us still 
bothers other people due to prejudices, religious beliefs 
and just plain ignorance. For a Drag Queen, it can be 
hard to be accepted as a gay male, but not be accepted 
as a Drag Queen at the same time. Being a Drag Queen 
carries its own stigma, not only in straight society, but 
sometimes gay society, as well. 



Socially and romantically, drag can present an added cost. 
It can be very lonely for the Drag Queen as well. Due to 
our notoriety. It may seem as though we have many, many 
friends, but a lot are just fans, bar acquaintances, if you 
will, who don’t perform the functions or lend the support 
of true friends. I know for myself, the persona can differ 
quite a bit from the true " person. Drag can 
be a type of armor for ( some, shielding

Queen they must get to know that person, 
both as a male and a female, to get a true read of that 
person, which, let’s face it, does not often happen in the 
bar setting. As for romantic costs, other than drag or 
trannie chasers, it is difficult to find romantic relationships 
as a Drag Queen. Those men who are turned on by a man 
dressed as a woman, or who are curious and basically just 
too afraid to admit outright that they’re attracted to men, 
often flock to the queens as the next, less scary alternative 
to being with a real woman. These attractions seldom lead 
to anything long-term because most Drag Queens don’t 
live full time as women, and these men don’t want to be 
with another man as a man. As for gay men, many times I 
have heard, “If I wanted a woman, I would be straight." Too 
often, a romantic interest can’t separate the performance 
persona from the boy behind the makeup. All they see 
is a man dressing as a woman, and instead of getting to 
know the person, just assume that the Drag Queen wants 
to be a woman and that doing drag is just a stop-over on 
the way to full female transformation. Which, it is not. 

In relation to professional costs, they can be disastrous, 
or at least uncomfortable, for those of us who work in 
certain occupations. Though I work in retail, which one 
would think would be a safe industry for a Drag Queen to

‘Why do we do it?" There are many reasons, but for my 
part...because I enjoy it. Do I enjoy the pains and costs 
that it entails? No. Is it worth it? Yes. Are there pains 
and costs associated with a lot of other things that we do 
in life? Do we let that hold us back from what we want to 
do, and what we enjoy doing? I should hope not. It’s all 
about living, and living the life we want to live and doing 
the things we want to do for whatever reasons fi^ w e , 
ourselves, want to do them.

So, now that you have a better picture of the true inner- 
workings of the life of a Drag Queen, I hope that the next 
time you see a Drag Queen hanging out in the local bar, or 
when you go to a drag show, or a pageant, you consider 
what I have told you. and look at that person in front of you 
a little differently. Give him a little more respect and think 
about what he has. will, or is currently going through to 
give you the illusion you see in front of you. Hopefully you 
will appreciate it that much nK)re, knowing what you may 
not have known before.

With lesbians It Is critical to assess the model of 
sexual satisfaction and expectation they are using. 
Living in yet a male dominated world, many women 
adopt a male-defined norm of sexuality, where 
the outcome (that being orgasm), frequency, and 
“penetration” Is preferred in defining a successful 
sexual experience. An overwhelming majority of 
women report the pleasure of the emotional and 
sensual connection they feel with another woman to 
be wonderfully satisfying. This can include a touch, 
caress, hug, and intimate conversation, as well as 
sharing quality time and other signs of affection. 

The reality is that sexual expression In relationships 
does vary across the timeline of the relationship. 
What may have begun as very hot and passionate 
sex in the early days of the relationship works to 
keep the excitement of a new relationship growing, 
so the partners desire to continue to get to know 
each other. Over time, as the variables of novelty 
and risk (excitement/mild to moderate anxiety) 
decrease with familiarity, so does sexual and erotic 
passion. This most often evolves into a deepening 
of trust and emotional connection between the 
partners. 

In summary, know that it Is normal for sexual 
passion and desire to wane over time In a long-term 
relationship regardless of the sexual orientation 
of the couple. This Is an issue for all couples, not 
just lesbians! It does NOT necessarily mean that 
something is wrong with the relationship. It could 
simply mean that the relationship is moving into 
another normal developmental phase. The best 
thing you could do in the short term Is continue to 
talk with each other about what you are missing 
from your partner and the relationship. See if you 
can Identify when things began to change and 
what variables may have contributed to this. Just 
remember.

Your Favorite Vanilla Ice Cream 

In a small saucepan combine the sugar and cornstarch; gradually stir in half the strawberries. Cook, stirring constantly, over 
medium heat till thickened and bubbly. Remove from the heat. Stir in remaining strawberries and drained peach slices.

Keview 

Of all of his work during his 16 years in the 
House of Representatives, Ron Buxton is most 
proud of his legislation against child pornography: 
Act 5,Year 2002. This was the first of its kind in 
the United States, and has been used as a proto¬ 
type for other states, as well as Japan. While the 
legislation existed, 783 Internet sites hosting 
child pornography were blocked from being 
viewed by Pennsylvania residents. Buxton was 
gravely disappointed when Federal courts found 
the legislation to be unconstitutional, due to its 
affect on interstate trade, as well as controversial 
evidence suggesting that by blocking some sites, 
innocent sites were also blocked. Buxton also 
worked on legislation to increase the hotel tax 
from 3% to 5%, which allowed for $ 1.5 million to 
go toward the promotion of Hershey / Harris¬ 
burg tourism and increased job opportunities. 
Buxton has always supported LGBT issues as he 
consistently fights discrimination in any form. 

Current 

Buxton’s top priority is the budget, and will 
remain so until it is passed on June 30th. His 
second is gun legislation; specifically HB 1885, 
which forces gun owners to report lost or stolen 
guns in a timely manner. The purpose is to 
prevent “straw purchasing”, which is when gun 
traders will purchase guns, register them appro¬ 
priately, and then sell them to buyers who cannot 
legally purchase guns themselves. Such proxy 
purchases are illegal. These guns will then later 
be reported as lost or stolen, and usually only 
after they have traveled far in time and distance, 
or after they are found to have been used illegally. 

Another bill Buxton sponsored is HB 1096, 
which creates an advisory committee to gather 
and evaluate Information from various code 
offices and professionals, and then provide 
recommendations for various government 
branches. After seven years as the Deputy Direc¬ 
tor of Building Codes, Buxton knows the impor¬ 
tance and pitfalls of building codes. Rep. Buxton 
acknowledges the work of gay individuals and 
couples who invest In and take care of their 
property. 


Buxton supports HB 1400 and SB 761, which 
seek to add sexual orientation and gender 
identity or expression to existing 1955 
anti-discrimination legislation, and he is opposed 
to SB 1250, which is the anti-gay marriage bill. 
Perhaps because Buxton was raised In the 
church, with both his father and grandfather as 
preachers, he believes that marriage should be 
between a man and a woman, but he views the 
wording in SB 1250 as discriminatory. Buxton 
states that he would not want to Impede the 
ability to create civil unions between two people 
who chose to commit to each other and share in 
all that life has to offer. 

Recession 

Representative Buxton pointed to two large 
factors for our current economic state of affairs: 
the energy crisis and poor decisions made by 
financial institutions and borrowers. 

Energy Crisis: People are feeling the pain at the 
pump and in the grocery store. The federal 
interest rate has been lowered, which will help in 
the future, but not Immediately. Gas and food 
prices will continue to rise. For his part as a 
legislator, Buxton supports HB SSI, which 
proposes borrowing $850 million to invest in 
green energy, and encourages the development 
of bio-diesel fuel. These funds would also go 
toward tax credits for individuals who purchase 
energy efficient appliances, and to corporations 
that invest in green energy industries. Buxton 
feels that citizens need to become less depen¬ 
dent on automobiles and embrace mass-transit. 
They should insulate their homes and look 
toward green energy solutions. Together, govern¬ 
ment and citizens need to reduce dependency on 
foreign oil. In Europe, where the price of gas has 
been high for decades, citizens have embraced 
mass transit 

Financial: During the time of sub-prime lending, 
many institutions made poor decisions in provid¬ 
ing loans to borrowers who normally wouldn’t 
be approved. This lead to failed mortgages and a 
declining housing market The return to a 
positive economy is largely dependent on the 
recovery of these poor investment decisions. 
Buxton pointed out that Pennsylvanians tend to 
deal more with regional financial institutions, and 
therefore have in some ways escaped the national 
decline, allowing our housing market to remain 
relatively strong. He feels that any government 
bailout should focus individuals rather than the 
financial institutions; help individuals save their 
homes, and in that, in turn, will assist the rising 
value of property. 
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Health Care 

You might have already seen a postcard showing 
Representative Ron Buxton’s efforts for afford¬ 
able healthcare. It reads, “Ron helped pass the 
Pennsylvania CHIP program to cover all 
uninsured children.** Ron fought for expansion of 
the AdultBasic program and the new plan that 
covers everyone on the waiting list providing 
more health coverage for low-income adults. He 
literally helped save lives by working to make 
sure women have access to mammograms and 
cervical cancer screenings, regardless of their 
insurance coverage. Ron Buxton knows our 
seniors deserve peace of mind and quality of life. 
He knows President Bush’s Medicare Part D 
program does not give them the help they 
deserve in paying for expensive prescription 
drugs. That’s why Ron fought hard to pass 
Governor Rendell’s PACE Plus Medicare 
program, which now helps to pay for the 
prescriptions of an additional 120,000 of our 
senior citizens, help they desperately need.’’ 

Urban Decline & Education 
Rep. Buxton believes that the problems of educa¬ 
tion and urban decline go hand and hand. Middle 
class citizens are leaving some cities due to poor 
public education provided in those cities. This is 
certainly not a new problem, and the state has 
been attempting to resolve it. Six years ago the 
state elected to change the governance of the 
Harrisburg School District from the elected 
school board to an appointed board of control. 
Buxton did not support this legislation. The new 
governance caused conflict between the 
appointed board and the elected board. Four 
elected school board members were let go. 
There has been little progress on enhancing our 
education system. Schools were rehabilitated, 
but that alone was not enough to raise test 
scores. Buxton was the prime sponsor of Act 45 
of 2007, which added two of the elected school 
board members to the appointed board of 
control. Buxton’s continued search to find a 
middle ground has caused controversy in his 
district. Now, one of the removed elected school 
board members is running against him for the 
House of Representatives seat. As a result, this is 
the topic most crucial in his re-election campaign. 
This experience has taught Buxton that there is 
more accountability by elected school directors 
in regards to governing and addressing citizen 
problems than by a board that has not been 
elected. 

Summary 

Look for Senator Ron Buxton’s name on the 
ballot box on April 22nd: House Representative 
District 103. Ron has a long legislative history for 
you to review and has always voted gay-friendly.

Finally, in her current position of 
her family business, Judy takes care of 
employee benefits and the financial and legal 
business needs.

Chelsea Clinton made an appearance at the Art Association of 
Harrisburg (AAH) on Wednesday, April 2, 2008. An estimated 100 
people crowded the gallery with questions for the former and 
possibly future daughter of the president of the United States.

In some imaginary conversation where I'm 
drawn to ranting, you choose to unflinchingly agree with it all. ‘7es, of course, and yes, yes, yes. I’ll grant you 
everything you’re saying. Soooo..." (why do I think you sound exasperated?) “...what’s the fucking point?" 

The question bloats personally and collectively, ripe with context; given said accumulated answers and some 
grand agreement to those answers...what would you Intend any of us to do? More importantly(?), can it move 
from intent to execution? Perhaps MOST importantly, why hasn’t it already? Why hasn’t it worked before, and 
how are you convinced it can? You’ll need that convincing for the execution part, you know... 

Wait, before you answer that...it doesn’t matter. You already know the answer. You can already hear me 
fervently explaining my genuine belief and need to explore and talk about it all, and blahblahblah. You might 
already understand and empathize, perhaps even share some common beliefs and to some extent appreci¬ 
ate the effort. The salient point comes from combining the individual answer’s relevance with the growing, 
immanent question; 

The gap between, say, Plato or NIetzche and the average human Is greater than the gap between the chim¬ 
panzee and the average human. The realm of the real spirit, the true artist, the saint, the philosopher, is rarely 
achieved. Why so few? Why is world history and evolution not stories of progress but rather this endless and 
futile addition of zeroes? No greater values have developed. Hell, the Greeks 3,000 years ago were just as 
advanced as we are. So what are these barriers that keep people from reaching anywhere near their real 
potential? The answer to that can be found in another question and that's this; Which is the most universal 
human characteristic - fear or laziness?

Each day...untold numbers suffer and die from fear (hate, greed avarice, evil), moving the answer further 
away; we elect to take no necessary actions to evolve our ideas and halt this maddening march. 

Each day...our personalized version grows in hypocrisy; we do what we wish and make no necessary sacri¬ 
fices, leaving ourselves only to witness to our collective willful disregard. 

All the quotes are out there. All the cliches, all the epiphanies, all the simple truths are - now, thanks to 
technology - right at our fingertips. Pick an elevated person and the language of their perspective can be laid 
before your virtual feet. Can’t you help but wonder, just a little bit, though, how all this has been realized and 
been said and has been available since first captured...and yet somehow remains so brazenly ignored? I 
mean, Jesus Christ! 

Good example - he had some nice ideas. 2000 years later and all we’ve managed is to fuck the whole thing 
up, some convinced it was with his blessing (something of a “day one" Irony). A thousand years before that 
the Greeks were talking to each other about utopian societies and philosopher kings and beauty and justice. 
Eastern philosophy has had this all down for just as long (if not longer), and yet for all our possibilities we’re 
dumbfounded at our own ridiculous hopelessness. 

As we continue our unfettered proliferation (population control being the biggest and toughest nut to crack), 
we expand the difference between our greatest potential and the lowest common denominator of our stupidity. 
The bulge of our bell curve swells - the part that has us perceived as a virus - and a larger percentage of our 
"best and brightesf elect to serve their individual best interests instead of the greater good. The challenge to 
ascend past our animalistic instincts steepens as we continue to hold aloft our individual rights, ignoring how 
our fears drive our choices and foment our “Me first!" attitude. Some portion may achieve enlightenment, but 
without the critical mass that might overcome our collective vices such enlightenment dilutes to wishful think- 
inp and self-preservation. This raises "What can I do?" to even greater relief. 


An answer - perhaps even the answer, if one might be so bold - can be found first in faith; faith that we can 
somehow persevere, get out of our own way and let our greatest virtues triumph. It appears that this can only 
happen one person at a time. As much as your individual challenges and fears beset you, as much as your 
efforts towards love and service to others might seem anomalous and lacking in similar efforts from others, our 
best chance still lies with each person internally overcoming those obstacles and doing with love, compassion, 
and moving ever further from fearful living. 

I'm afraid we're losing the real virtues of living life passionately, the sense of taking responsibility for who you 
are. the ability to make something of yourself and feeling good about life...the more that you talk about a 
person as a social construction or as a confluence of forces or as fragmented or marginalized, what you do is 
you open up a whole new world of excuses. When [existentialist Jean-Paul] Sartre talks about responsibility, 
he's not talking about something abstract. He's not talking about the kind of self or soul that theologians would 
argue about. It's something very concrete. It's you and me talking. Making decisions. Doing things and taking 
the consequences. It might be true that there are six billion people in the world and counting. Nevertheless, 
what you do makes a difference. It makes a difference, first of all. in material terms. Makes a difference to other 
people and it sets an example. In short, I think the message here is that we should never simply write ourselves 
off and see ourselves as the victim of various forces. It's always our decision who we are.

Obama; From Crisis to Crowning Achievement 

It had been a devastating week for Barack Obama. The rationale for his 
entire campaign was hope and reconciliation. Yet. for days, his former 
pastor, Rev. Jeremiah A. Wright, was shown on television delivering rabid 
and racially insensitive sermons denouncing America. Rightfully sensing 
his candidacy may be history if he did not respond, Obama answered with 
a spine-tingling, tear-evoking historical speech that was so remarkable. It 
drew comparisons to addresses made by Abraham Lincoln and John F. 
Kennedy. 

It was visionary, daring, and bold - evoking a flood of praise and the 
showering of lofty "M-words." 



Magnificent - moving - majestic - magical - mesmerizing - mellifluous - monumental. 

Above all, it was a sincere and honest discussion that avoided all the "P-words" that have defined 
political discourse on race since the Civil War. 


Patronizing - pandering - politically correct - polarizing 

Indeed, it was so inspiring that Obama supplanted Oprah as the "Big O" on his campaign.The speech 
was as timeless as It was timely and will be talked about for generations. In essence, Obama brilliantly 
gave people - of all races - permission to justify their grievances and grudges - while taking them by 
the hand and showing them an enlightened way forward. 

He also deftly handled the ranting reverend problem with a strategy of distancing without disowning. 
In doing so, Obama was credited for showing the two were not ideological Siamese twins, while 
scoring points for personal loyalty. It v^s a feat so astonishing that the only other politician who 
could have pulled it off - maybe - was Bill Clinton In his prime. 


The address was also politically astute. 

For example, Obama reassured Jewish voters concerned with Rev. Wright's comments by saying that, 
Israel was a "stalwart" ally and the problems in the Middle East emanated from, "the perverse and 
hateful ideologies of radical Islam." 

When he said that Rev. Wright "helped introduce me to my Christian faith," Obama was trenchantly 
using the example as an opportunity to tell voters - yet again - that he was not a Muslim, as right 
wing opponents have repeatedly suggested. 


Obama also boosted his candidacy by hitting patriotic themes - such as when he said, "In no other 
country on earth is my story even possible.*^ He referred to the "decency and generosity of the 
American people," and said his convictions were rooted in "faith in God and my faith in the American 
people." 

Perhaps most clever, was the way Obama forthrightly explained his connection and affection for Rev. 
Wright by comparing him to an old uncle and using the phrase, "For the men and women of Rever¬ 
end Wright's generation." Clearly, Wright was a substitute for John McCain and the message was 
clear: McCain is stuck In the past and Obama represents the voice of a new generation that wants 
to move beyond yesterday’s sins." 

All politicians - even Obama - need bogeymen, real or imagined. Brilliantly, Obama joined people of 
all races together in the fight against the "real culprits of the middle class squeeze - corporate 
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culture rife with inside dealing, questionable accounting practices, and short-term greed; a Washing¬ 
ton dominated by special interests economic policies that favor the few over the many." 

This speech was particularly tantalizing for gay and lesbian people because if a president wants to 
pass pro-gay legislation, he or she will have to effectively articulate why it is a moral imperative.This 
speech allowed us to envision President Obama assuaging Christian conservatives by telling them 
that their work to protect families is honest and sincere. However, their attempts to use discrimina¬ 
tion as a tool to strengthen traditional families are harmful and misguided. By forthrightly addressing 
an explosive issue, such as race, it was a guide to how Obama might build support for GLBT issues. 

While Obama did not solve the racial divide in America or the problem of his long association with 
Rev. Wright in one speech, he did a better job than anyone else could have under the circumstances. 
One can't help but marvel at the skills of this political Houdini, who turned a crisis into a crowning 
achievement. It is too soon to plaster his face on Ml Rushmore, but this performance guarantees 
more people will rush to Obama's revived campaign. 


HILLARY CLINTON HARRISBURG CAMPAIGN MOBILIZES LGBTVOLUNTEERS 

Hillary Clinton has been a longtime friend of the lesbian, gay, 
bisexual and transgender community. She has fought for 
policies that promote equality, while taking a strong stand 
against forces that have tried to marginalize the LGBT 
community. 

The Clinton Campaign’s outreach In the local LGBT commu¬ 
nity has attracted volunteers to the Harrisburg Headquar¬ 
ters, 308 N. Second St Thursday evenings in April are “LGBT 
volunteer” nights In Harrisburg, Philadelphia, and Pittsburgh. 

Community members across the state are making phone calls to voters in support of Hillary for 
President in the April 22nd PA Primary Election. 

Clinton supporters also attended the Capital Region Stonewall Democrats candidate mixer earlier 
In April. Steve Dorko, candidate for Alternate Delegate to the Democratic Convention in the 17th 
Congressional District spoke on behalf of Senator Clinton’s longtime support of LGBT Issues. 
Although the local Stonewall Democrats did not make endorsements of candidates for the PA 
primary, Steve noted that both the Liberty City Democratic Club In Philadelphia, as well as the Steel 
City Stonewall Democrats in Pittsburgh endorsed Senator Clinton. 

Steve listed Hillary’s record of involvemenL which includes the following: 

• Throughout her Senate career. Hillary has been an original cosponsor of the Employment 
Non-Discrimination Act (ENDA), which would finally end employment discrimination against 
gays, lesbians, and transgender individuals.

Spirituality Corner 

SeHophobie or SeMoholie

Lasts month’s resignation of New 
York’s Governor Elliot Spitzer demonstrates 
that there is nothing like a good sex scandal to 
grab America’s interest The conservatives, of 
course, immediately call for a resignation, citing 
that any breach of marital vows makes a person 
unfit to serve in public office. The liberals feel 
invigorated to point out the hypocrisy of it all. 
In the case of Elliot Spitzer, he actively went 
after and prosecuted prostitution, only in the 
end, to turn out to be a client of a high priced 
prostitution ring. With all this talk of sex, it 
makes me wonder if America is a sexaphobic 
or sexaholic nation. 

Many Americans point out that our country 
is founded on Christian values, which makes 
me think about what the Christian church says 
about sex. Of course, for ages, the Christian 
church has held that the only proper place for 
sex is within the context of Christian marriage, 
specifically for purposes of procreation. If we 
follow this narrow definition of sexual activity, 
I guess most of us would be leading celibate 
lives. For starters, it appears as if anyone 
who is not Christian should not be having sex. 
Second, anyone who is not married should not 
be having sex. Finally, as we in the GLBT world 
all know, sex with members of the same sex is 
simply not permitted. It should also be pointed 
out that traditional Christian teaching on sex 
favors abstaining from any sexual activity, 
including masturbation, if one is not married. 

Supposedly this view of sex is how God 
intended for humankind to live. I’m not exactly 
sure how this very restricted view of sex came 
about, but I have two theories. The first is that 
many pagan religions present before Judaism 
and Christianity were bom had fertility rituals 
involving orgies. In order for the “new” religions 
of Judaism and Christianity to set themselves 
apart from these pagan traditions, they placed 
limits on sexual activity. 

My second theory is slightly more 
complicated. In the opening stories of the 
first book of the Bible, Genesis, we read about 
Adam and Eve. This couple lived in utopia 
until the day they violated God’s rule, and 
ate from the tree of knowledge of good and 
evil.

Most of the mainstream Christian 
denominations have formed committees and 
task forces to study the matter of human 
sexuality Despite these various organizations, 
most churches are moving at a snail’s pace 
when it comes to developing a new, healthier 
way of looking at sex. One has to wonder, 
‘’What exactly is holding them back?” In the 
2000 years of Christendom, humankind has 
learned much about the world in which we live. 
For starters, when it comes to reproduction, 
there are many different ways organisms go 
about it. On the microscopic level, single-celled 
organisms are asexual; they just simply divide 
through a process where one cell becomes 
two. Exploring the animal kingdom, we find 
species that mate for a season, and then each 
subsequent season they find a different partner. 
Existing are species that, each mating season, 
manage to find the same partner with which to 
mate and spend time raising their young, while 
the reminder of the year they lead separate 
lives. Examples can be found where one 
male will impregnate multiple females each 
mating season, and then there are species 
that manage to mate for life. Interestingly 
enough, homosexual relationships have been 
found in various mammal species, and not Just 
humans. 

My point in bringing all this up is to say, 
“What is normal?” Most of us are sexual 
beings, and are comfortable expressing this 
aspect of our lives. Some of us mate for life, 
others have open relationships or other forms 
of multiple partners, and some of us may be 
able to lead celibate lives. As long as sexual 
activity occurs between consenting adults, 
why should the church be so concerned 
about regulating it? Doesn’t the church have 
more important things to worry about than 
who is sleeping with whom? If conservative 
Christianity wouldn’t be so distracted with 
the debate about homosexuality, maybe they 
would actually be free to do some good in the 
world. What if the religious community decided 
to tackle the problem of world hunger? Maybe 
if all the Christian churches in the world were 
working on this problem it would be solved by 
now. 

Christianity needs to get over both its 
sexaphobic and sexaholic ways, and focus 
on what it can do to truly take care of people. 
When I read the Gospels, I find that Christ was 
far more focused on how we treat each other 
than who was doing what in the bedroom.

The Challenge 

Not long ago. I got a call from an agency at a major 
Lehigh Valley hospital, asking if PA Diversity Network 
would like to apply for a very small grant to provide GLBT 
community members with smoking cessation information. 
This agency was working specifically to give this kind of 
support to three Lehigh Valley “disparate" populations. 
Their literature identified the groups as: the Latino 
Community, the African American Community and the 
Gay, Lesbian. Bisexual, and Transgender Community. (By 
the way, disparate means specifically; containing elements 
very different from others. Which is true about each of 
these communities: certainly when it comes to access to 
health care.) 

PDN and I are strongly committed to the health and well 
being of the local GLBT population, so I asked if I could 
write proposals for two plans. One plan was aimed at 
creating a pamphlet that referenced same-sex families 
with specific information for GLBT people. That was the 
plan I wanted to do. The other plan aimed to create and 
advertise a venue to present reasons to GLBT people 
as to why smoking is unhealthy. This was the one they 
wanted to do, so I wrote it, too, even though ifs a little 
patronizing to presume there are actually any Lehigh 
Valley GLBT people who don’t already know smoking is 
bad for you. 

I filled out all the forms and turned the grant proposals in 
by the deadline, and still haven't heard anything about 
them. 

Frankly, it doesn’t take a rocket scientist to see that 
neither of these plans provides any new incentives for 
people to quit smoking. Upon reflection, I came up with a 
much better plan. If the hospitals are honestly committed 
to improving the health of 
disparate populations, including 
the GLBT community, then here’s 
my much more exciting proposal; 

• PA Diversity Network will 
pledge to get fifty Lehigh Valley 
GLBT people to fully commit to 
major health-based life changes. 
Possible changes could include; 
Stopping or cutting down on 
smoking, losing weight for health, 
maintaining a program of regular exercise, eating more 
healthy foods, etc. These fifty participants would set goals 
and commit to reaching them. 

• In exchange, the hospitals would provide a significant 
incentive; they would have to grant same-sex domestic 
partner benefits for the partners of hospital employees. 

Simple, huh? And what an incentive! Personally, I would 
commit to losing 10% to 15% body weight in exchange for 
the hospitals doing this important, yet low cost (actually 



no cost to them) thing. I’ve mentioned this to GLBT 
hospital employees and other community members, and 
everyone I’ve spoken to has been willing to take on this 
project. What a positive thing for our community! After 
ail. just granting the benefits will improve the health of 

people who don’t have 
them, but need them. 
Furthermore, If these 
major employers do 
begin to grant benefits, 
it will influence other 
area employers to 
follow suit. Ifs totally 
win-win. 

This will be a very public challenge, not just for the people 
adopting more healthy habits, but a challenge to the 
hospitals to demonstrate whether or not they are really 
committed to the health of disparate populations, including 
the GLBT community. Are they willing to promote a 
program that is likely to succe^? Or are they only 
interested in pushing programs that will certainly fail?
